Under existing conditions a contrac- 
tor goes toadtie building inspector's of- 
fice and tells a clerk that he wants a 
permit for a certain building. ‘The 
clerk -has not authority to issue the 
permit as ii has to be signed by the 
inspector, who ig usually out, and as 
a result he takes the price of the per- 
mit, gives (he contractor a receipt for 
the money telling him that his permit 
will be mailed within a few days. The 
contractor goes ahead with his building 
and in several cases has had the struc- 
ture practically completed before he 
received word from the inspector that 
no permit would be issued. Mean- 
while theadontractorahgs.spent hun- 
dredssof-dgllars in material and labor 
under the Impression that his permit 
would be mailed Lo him, never thinking

INSPECTION CREAMERIES 


No Exception Made in Cases of 
either Private or Government 
Dairies—Farmers Will Get a 
Square Deal Because All Cream 
Must Be Tested by Weight In- 
stead of Measure.

The first inspectors of creameries in 
the province to be appointed by the\¢e 
provineial government under the pro-!¢@ 
vincial government under the new 
dairy act pased last session, reccived 
their appointments from Hon, Duncan 
Marshall, minister of agriculture, yes- 
terday.

A stupendous demand for 
milk has arisen in both Salgary 
and Edmonton, accordiny to in- 
formation given the Capital this 
morning, and milk dealers in 
both citles are finding it almost 
impossible to get sufficient milk 
to fill the demand. 


Farmers are being paid as 
high as $2 per hnuderd for 
milk In both cities. This fact 
has made cream scarce, and the 
fact that Vancouver men came 
as far east as Calgary some 
time ago looking for cream to 
buy, 4s evidence of the scarcity. 
The fact of this great scarcity 
of milk Is only another phase 
of the problem of Inducing far- 
mers to go In more extensively 
for mixed farming, the import- 
ance of which many of them 
have been hiterto failed to ap- 
preclate. 

There Is no enough dairying 
carried on In the country. 
Speaking of this matter, a pro- 
minent agriculturist sald this 
morning,, that the supply of 
milk would be during the next 
few years one of the most pro- 
fitable industries in the pro-

Public Not Compelled 
To Give Confidence 
Without Explanation 


Speaking for Frank Oliver, the Bulletin explains many reasons 
why the minister of the interior does not necessarily have to explain 
where the money came from. 

If Frank Oliver is cornered like a rat and caught with money in 
his possession, the source of which he is afraid to explain, there is 
no law to stop him from taking refuge behind a lot of high-sounding 
sophistry about the dignity of the Dominion house being violated 
by the query “Where did the money come from?” 

But if he refuses to explain, no one is compelled any longer to 
place any more confidence in him as a public man. 


Commission Board 
Must Be Enlarged 
To Escape Boillon 


The notice of motion given by Alderman Lundy which fore- 
casts the appointment of two more commissioners shows the way 
out of the difficulty into which the idiosyncrasies of Commissioner 
Bouillon and a judgment of the supreme court have thrust the city. 

As the thing stands now, the municipal machinery is working so 
slowly that the citizens are certain to suffer the consequences of pro- 
crastiriation next winter. 

Mr. Bouillon has his mind made up to buy some sort of freak | 
machinery which no mechanical man or expert will recommend. 
Mr. Bouillon, in the spending department, lies in wait for the coun- 
cil to vote the money with the avowed intention to buy the class of 
machinery which he has decided on the moment the city council rat- 
ifies the bylaw. 

The councils therefore, dare not pass the bylaw lest the city’s 
$10,000 commissioner run them into something like Keely did when 
he bought the city the gas producer; and in the meantime the season 
when the machinery should be in the process of manufacture and 
installation is slipping by, with the certainty that the city will be 
short of power and light next winter. 

At the same time, as the judgment stands, the council cannot 
get rld of Bouillon, for the reason that any move to establish his un- 
fitness would indubitably precipitate an appeal action by Bouillon’s 
trienas, in which it would be claimed that the council were actuated 
by motives of personal profit, but in which the real motive would 
be to tie the council’s hands. : 

This being the case, there is only one thing left for the council 
to do if the city is to be saved from a shortage of light and power 
next winter, and that is to relegate Bouillon, by the same method | 
that Lloyd-George threatened to apply to the lords, into a position 
where he would be powerless to load the city up with any mixed | 
pressure freaks or to prevent the council from carrying out the 
will of the people. 

In selecting the new members for the commission, board the 
only question about which the council need concern itself is whether 
or not the men selected for the position are competent men. 


Senate Appointments | 
Not in Line With 
Popular Demands 


Next to its existence at all, probably the worst feature about the 
senate is the fact that most of the appointments are made not in. 
consideration of the usefulness of the man appointed, nor of his 
representativeness, but in consideration of the necessity to provide a 
place for him. 

So, when the government appoints Mr. Forget to succeed Dr. 
Roy the public feels constrained to believe that so far as the country 
which he is to represent is concerned, the appointment might about 
as well not have been made. 

It is no depreciation of the valuable services rendered by Mr. 

Forget in the early territorial days to say that a better selection for 
senatorial representative might have been made. The man appoint- 
ed should at least have been an Alberta mam which Mr. Forget is 
not, and as the necessity for the appointment arises through the 
fact that an Edmonton man has gone to the Canadian office in Paris, 
it is only right that the appointee should have been an Edmonton 
man. 
Undoubtedly Canada owes Mr. Forget the gratuity which is 
the due of a time-expired man, but there are other positions except 
that of senator for Alberta into which he might have been placed 
without seriously interfering with the progress of constitutional 
government.

The most remarkable feature is the fact that Frank Oliver him- 
self is the man who could, if he would, make the statement that 
would clear the whole business up. 

Frank Oliver could tell the public where the money came 
from. 

The fact that he refuses to do so, but instead yammers about 
the dignity of the house of commons being violated by such a 
demand and talks of the sacred right of a public man to receive: 
secretly large sums of money from sources which he refuses to 
designate, shows very plainly that there is a reason why Frank 
Oliver will not tell where the money did come froia. 

If there is no reason why he should not tell the source of his 
supply, the adjournment of the Dominion house will give him ‘the 
opportunity to come back to Edmonton and explain from the public 
platform the items of.his bank account.

That the city council is primarily re- 
sponsible for the shortage of water 
whieh has existed in the buisness sec- 
{ fer the past two days was the 
statement made to the Capital by Com- 
missioner Bouillon this morning. The 
utilities commisisoner contends that 
had the council passed the money by- 
law for the purchase of pumping and 
power house machinery, that the two 
new pumps, a six million gallon high 
lift and a six million low lift, would 
now be on the grounds and partly in- 
stalled. 

The six million gallon pump which 
has been in oper ition for several years 
is badly in need of repair and although 


commisisoner has not yet definitely de- 
cided the kind of pumps which he in- 
tends to install. Therefore I do not 
see how he can blame the council, The 
failure to passage the money bylaw, 
by his own statement, has nothing to 
do with it as until he decided on the 
type of pumps which he intends to in- 
stall they canot be purchased. We are 
responsible to the people for the man- 
ner in which their money is spent and 
if the commissioner had given us all 
the information several weeks ago, in- 
stead of trying to dictate to the coun- 
cil as to how the peoples’ money was 
to be expended there would have been 
no difficulties whatever and the ma- 
chinery could have been on the way to 
the city by this time.”

Buildings Will Be Erected and Ath- 
letic Grounds Improved 


New York, May 6.—There should be, 
an air of prosperity and satisfaction sur- 
rounding athletics and athletes at Har- 
vard in the near future, Under the new} 
system now taking shape at Cambridge, | 
every detail making for the care and | 
comfort of the members of the various 
teams will be a matter of routine.

sity’s athletic teams. The old house, 
where many Harvard stars have trained, | 
is by far too small to accommodate the | 
material Harvard uses during a year for 
representation in field and other sports, | 
The old building was first pul into com- 
mission as a training house two years 
iso. Tt has quickly outgrown Se 
ind now the authorities declare it? 
inadequate and inconvenient for me 
proner care of athletes, 

The building will be erected at the 
cost of not less than $50,000, and will 
be a memorial to Francis Vardon Burr, 
captain of the 1908 Crimson — eleven, 
whose recent death was greatly felt at 
the Cambridge institution. Ground will 


| 


is planned to have the building ready 
for oeceupaney by the beginning of the 
football season, If everything goes 
along smoothly this can be accomplish- 
ed, it is said. 


The authorities who have charge of 


planning the building state that the 
strueture, when it is complete, will be 
the finest training house for athletes 
claimed by any college. It will be large 
enough to accommodate all the men in 
training.

DRAPER CENTENARY OBSERVED 


first hour of yesterday, 


New York, May 6- 6.—A large and in- 
terested audience altended the exer- 
cises held at New York University this 
afternoon in celebration of the cen- 
lennial anniversary of the birth of the 
late Dr. John Williain Draper, whose 
improvement on the 
daguerre enabled him to take the 
photograph of the human face. 

Daguerre had believed that no man 
could ever reproduce the human coun- 
tenance, but Dr. Draper's discovery of 
the chemical action of light showed 
that it was possible, and he made a 
likeness of his sister, Miss Dorothy 
Catherine Draper. 

The first photograph gallery ever 
established was set up in 1840 by Dr 
Draper in the old New York Univer- 
sity building, where Professor Morse, 
inventor of the telegraph, and Dr. Dra- 
per took pietures with a camera made 
of a cigar box and spectacle lens. 

Dr. Draper gained distincUon also 
by explaining the purification of the 
blood by the lungs. With films of 
thin material and soap) bubbles he 
showed that zases pass freely through 
thin partitions of many substances till 
the pressure of the gas on either side

oxygen taken in the lungs — passes 
through the blood and is absorbed, 


while the carbon dioxide in the blood 
passes into the lungs and is exhaled.

JUDGE DECLARES REAL ESTATE 
DEALER WAS GUILTY OF FRAUD 


(Continued from Page One.) 


In Mareh, 1910, Mr. Dickson had 
Jailed to come through with all the pay- 
ments due to the plaintiff, and stated in 
explanation that Mr. Brown himself 
had been remiss. In May, 1910, Brown 
brought action against Dickson alleg- 
ing fraud. 

The judgment in the ease is a lengthy 
document, in the course of which Mr, 
Justice Simmons reviews the whole of 
the circumstances of the case. He 
gives judgment for the plaintiff for the 
entire price of the property at $45 an 
acre, less $14.35 allowed him as his 
proportion of the rental of the land, 
To Brown as against Diekson judgment 
is given for the difference between the 
price paid by him and $45 an acre, 

Commenting on Dickson’s represen- 
lation to Brown that Trimble demanded 
a much higher figure than was fixed for 
the land, his lordship says: 

Even on defendant Diekson's 
version of the affair, this is a palpable 
falsehood, plainly intended to canvinee 
Brown that Diekson had bought the 
property at $50 an -aere.” 

“T find upon the question of fact that 
the plaintiff did consent to Dickson re- 
taining five per cent commission on the 
sale at $45 an acre, but he did so in 
the belief induced by the misrepre- 

sentations of Dickson that S45 was the 
antual sale price. I find also that Diek- 
son was the agent of Brown for the 
purpose of purehasing the said lands 
from the plaintiff and that he did false- 
ly and fraudulently represent to Brown 
that $50 was the price at which Brown 
was purchasing the said lands from 
him.”’
